Detailed Action 

1 . The Applicant's amendment filed on November 9, 2006 was received. Claims 28-33 
were amended. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 28-33 are allowed. The invention of independent claim 28 recites an energy 
storage device comprising a case, an electrode assembly wound so as to form a roll, a cover, a 
terminal connector having a base portion and a tab portion, wherein the tab portion having two 
elongated portions forming a spring structure and the tab portion being inserted into the electrode 
assembly so as to form an electrical connection between the terminal connector and the electrode 
assembly. The closest prior arts of record, Iwamto et al. (2002/0039677 Al), Skoumpris (US 
6,586,134 B2), Suzuki et al. (US 6,432,574 Bl), Quinn et al. (US 6,342,826), Chang et al. (US 
4,873,158), Smilanich et al. (US 4,663,247), and Goebel (4,020,248), do not teach the terminal 
connector as recited in the claim.
